John Woodruff, Burrell Wiley 
and Francis Drake, were arrested 
at Sullivan, Ind, charged with 
complicity in the murder of officer 
Robt. H. Coffey at the Empire mines 
last November, were surrendered 
to the Kentucky authorities by a 
Circuit Judge at Sullivan, Ind_ 
Monday. Detective John B. Har- 
lan, of Louisville, who carried 
Gov. Beckham's requisition to In- 
diana and caused the arrests, j 
reached this city with his prisoners 
the same night. 

Gov. Durbin, of Indiana, had no 
hesitancy in honoring the requisi- 
tion of Gov. Beckham tor the men, 
although he refused to grant a 
requisition for fugitive* Taylor and 
Finley, who are charged with the 
assassination of Gov. Goebel. 

In addition to the large force ol 
deputies.the men were accompanied 
by their families, consisting * of 
three women and two children. One 
of the children was a suckling babe 
and clung to its mother's breast 
while the prisoners were rudely 
jostled through the station to the 
cars by the guards having them in 
charge.

These interesting statistics have 
been collected by Alfred K. Henry 
Professor of meteorology of -the 
Western Bureau, Department n) 
Agriculture. He had collected fig- 
ures for eleven years concerniug 
fatalities by lightning, but those 
for the earlier part of that tirm 
were too incomplete to furnish accu 
rate information. But Prof Henr) 
■has added to his data the complet 
statistics for 1899 and 1900, and si 
made it possible to form an idea of 
the death rate due to lightning in 
the various States and Territories. 

The greatest number of such 
■deaths in any one State during five 
years .1896-1900- -occurred in Penn- 
sylvania, 186. 

Then COenrS Ohio with 135. then 
Indiana, Illinois and Nevv York. 
124 each. 

The largest number ol fatal cases- 
were m il.c Middle Atlantic States, 
the next greatest- in the Ohio vallej 
and Teonessee. with the Middle 
and Upper Mississippi valley a 
close thud. 

On the other hand most deaths b\ ; 
lightning do not occur in the re- 1 
gions where there are most thuuder 
storms. The greatest fatality from 
a single stroke occurred in Chicago, 
Where lightning struck a ziuc-Jiueo 
shanty in which eleven people had 
sought shelter t rem the storm ano 
instantlv killed them all.

The engineer corps of the Teni.e-- 
see Central Railway Company 
which is engaged in running a line 
from Ked River to QrMiy, Ky.. 
has finished the line to the latter 
place. The lire runs to a p unt 
about 35(1 yards from Cracey to aj 
-connection with the Illinois Central J 
at the junction where the Louisville 
and Nashville, Illinois Central and 
Cadi/, roads meet. 

The corps i« now anrvejMf to 
the Princeton branch of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road. They 
are expected to reach the junction 
to-morrow. It is thought that the 
corps will begin a line to Cairo, 
III., but as yet no orders have been 
received from the chief engineer. 

The lipe surveyed to Gracey 
goes up West Fork to Little West 
Fork and then in a westerly direc- 
tion, running near Keuneih, Ky., 
From the latter place to Gracey it 
runs along within about a quarter 
of a mile of the Princeton branch.

All accepted theories of woraati's sphere" Lave been sot at 
naught by woman's progress. Not only aro there women 

physicians,, women lawyers, w omen preachers, women com- 
positors, etc., but recently an attempt was made to eaUblinti 
women as conductors on a atrcct-car line. It is announced 
that a woman has recently received a pilot's certihY.u.- and 
license. Another woman ha« lwn discovered conducting a 
butcher's business, and yet another works at the blacksmith's 
forge. In the last two cases the women were widows and 
having no other means of support, entered upon the occupa- 
tions their husbands had followed and practiced them with 
success. From facts like those, arguments have been made 
that in time there will be no occupation free from the 
encroachments of women. But it is easy to see that nnder 
ordinary conditions f,w women could undertake to do suc- 
cessfully the hard manual labor to which men are accus- 
tomed. Many a woman finds herself utterly unable to 
perform the easiest, household duties at certain periods, 
because she suffers from paina which make her incapable 
of the least physical effort. A majority of women suffer 
from womanly diseases, and as a consequence are afflioted 
with backache, headache, sideach% nervousness and other 
feminine ailments which would make it impossible for them 
to take up a man's tasks. As long as this condition lasts the 
women who enter upon what have been deemed masculine 
occupations will be the exception, not the rule. 

But will this condition of womanly weakness and sickness 
last always?

Insurance Companies Have Pros- 
pered in Kentucky. 

Frabkfort, Ky , April 26.— The 
tire volume of the thirty-second an- 
nual report of the Insurance De- 
partment of Kentucky has just been 
pleted by -State Insurance 
Commissioner John B. Chenault. It 
hows that on January 1, lOif, 
there were 126 companies doing 
bubiness in the State. To the pres- 
sent time sixteen of these have with 
drawn from the State, two went in- 
to the hands of receivers and a re- 
ceiver has been asked for a third, 
and seven new companies have 
come in, making a total of 114 com 
panics now doing business in Ken 
tucky. The risks written in the 
State as reported by all lire-marine 
companies since the last annual re 
port amounted to $226,461,507.48. 
Of this amount the Kentucky Stock 
Companies took $4,046,013, the Ken- 
tucky Mutual $1,416,818, the Ken-

829,-328, stock companies of other 
States 1 1 56,333.803.35 and foreign 
companies $61,830,540 15.
